Why He Left Shanghai 

Asked by the Court the reason 
for his leaving Shanghai, plaintiff 
said that he did so to ‘follow 
Roberts. He also understood 
Roberts’ accounts were to be In- 
vestigated in Shanghal by the 
Economic Police. On account of 
the fact that in Roberts’ trans- 
actions, plaintiff's name would be 
disclosed, plaintiff said he was 
Ofraid he Julmsclf would be in- 
volved In the investigations, 

Plaintiff went on to explain 

that the Economic Potlce of 
Shanghal, befors they made ‘any 
investigations, would arrest and 
put one In Jall, and hold ‘one 
thud without trlal unless some 
way of “fixing them’ up” wac 
reached. 

‘Plaintiff safd Ke left Maitland 
in Shanghal to sec ‘f there were 
any further accounts not fulfilled 
and to keep him: informed, 

Qn arriving in the Colony, 
plaintiff continued, he later met 
Roberts at Miss Kitty Anderson's 
fice at the Hotel Ce2lL Roberts 
there dld not deny’ his Liabilities, 
and sald he would settle, matters 
with plaintiff.

Britain should be forced to put 
up Sts fleet of super-ilners as 
xecurity for any new United 
States loan, suggested John David 
Griflin, editor of the “New York 
Enquirer". 

In a letter to the Secretary of 
Treasury, John Snyder, today 
Mr. Griffin urged that Britain be 
compelled to provide such col- 
Internal as an initial test of 
Britain's good faith, 

He suggested that the Cunard 
White Star Line's luxury liners, 
including the Queen Marv and 
Elizabeth, and possibly thoxe pf 
other British companies, be held 
in excrow by the United Staros 
and distributed for operntien un- 
dor the American flag, among 
several of the larger American 
shipping companies. 

Whenever Britain liquidates. the 
jonn which appears to be in pro- 
xpert the liners should be return- 
ed but none of the profits which 
mny have acepmulated hy the 
American shipping companies an 
a result of this plan shall rovert 
to the British cqmpanies involv- 
ed, he said. 

This plan would -also give the 
United States sufficient tonnage to 
make American transport facill- 
ties capable of meeting th2 de- 
mands for. the. first or. sccond 
years of possible war wit Rus- 
sia, he sakii—United Press.

The once ffteedom-loving 
Czechs scem to ‘have gone 
completely over to the Mos- 
cow party line in their cur- 
rent denunciation of a fellow 
satellite, Yugoslavia. Perhaps 
it is natural. The prisoner re- 
sents seeing his neighbour 
successfully break from his 
chains. The Kremlin must in- 
deed be putting on the pres- 
sure, and it would not, be sur- 
prising to sec a purge 
throughout middle Europe of 
the few semi-Liberals left. 

Never has Stalin followed a 
Nazi original) more exactly 
than in his latest. dealings 
with Yugoslavia. There have 
been the same hysterical ac- 
cusations of bad faith, the 
same insistence that Russian 
Nationals were being per- 
secuted, and stern warnings 
that strong measures would 
be taken to ensure their pro- 
tection. 

Rumours have circulated of 
significant troop movements 
on the border, although most 
responsible observers do not 
believe that actual warfare is 
likely at the moment. 

It is obvious that the Com- 
munist constellation is not 
wheeling in the ordered orbits 
it was intended to follow. 
Yugoslavia is not the only 
star with a tendency to eccen- 
tricity; there are sufficient 
troubles in several satellites 
to make them candidates for 
disintegration. Albania might 
easily follow Tito’s lead, and 
then Russia’s foothold fn the 
Adriatic would be Jost. In 
both Bulgaria and Hungary it 
has been necessary to arrest 
influential Communist lead- 
ers, and, Czechoslovakia is 
notoriously in serious econo- 
mic difficulties. 

One way and another, Mos- 
cow is faced with. the neces- 
sity of doing something about 
Tito, who is habitually re- 
ferred to as a “fascist lunatic,” 
and a subservient tool of 
“Anglo-American imperial- 
ism.” 

It is dronical that despite 
this .deliberate whipping-up 
of war hysteria by the Krem- 
Jin, the “masquerade of so- 
called peace rallies continues. 
Here, too, the Nazi parallel 
holds. Hitler was able to 
bring poor dupes from the 
countries he intended to at- 
tack to Germany and per- 
suade them that his inten- 
tions were wholly pacific. 
Now we have individuals like 
the ‘Red’. Dean of Canterbury 
mouthing platitudes about 
the only threat of war cam- 
ing: from the West. He has 
even gratified his. Soviet 
heroes by talking happily 
about the “failure” of the re- 
cruiting campaign in Britain. 

The danger is that the 
Kremlin may attach undue 
significance to the vapourings 
of totally unrepresentative 
tale ‘like Dr. Hewlett 

ohnson. The facts are that 
people all over the. British 
Commonwealth, as well as 
elsewhere’ in the free world, 
regard Stalin’s policy as de- 
liberately provocative ‘and 
belligerent. ; 


It is sincerely to be hoped, }: 


however, that they do not al- 
low their sympathies for a 
victim of aggression to be- 
cloud their minds. about Tito. 
‘He is just as much a totalitar- 
ian and just as. much an enemy 
of democracy as Stalin is, and 
it might be highly dangerous 
for the .West to be deluded 
into thinking ‘otherwise. . *

In a four days’ lightning of- 

fensive the Greek Army has 
completely smashed the Com- 
munist guerillas main -forti- 
fied base in the Vitsi moun- 
tains. 
For three years the guerliliss had 
held this mountain triangle North 
of Kastoria and East of Florina, in 
the right. angle formed at the 
Prespa Lakes by the Albanian and 
Yugoslav frontiers. For months 
they hud prepared claborate forti- 
fications of concrete, logs and 
earth, covered by deep minefields, 
Inside the labyrinth of jagged 
mountain peaks. 

Vits! was reckoned impregnable, 
more than any other guerilla 
strong hold more than the Gram- 
mos, Which is the next objective 
of the Greek Army. 

This is why the Greck Army's 
complete annihilation of the 
7,000 well-dug-in gucrillas in the 
Vitsl within the space of four days 
has astounded both the guerillas 
and the Greek General Staff—and 
the British and American military 
ogservers.

While one and 
a half Greek Army Division car~ 
ried on the feint attack on the 
Grammos, over fiye Divisions were 
being deployed for the attack on 
the “impregnable” Vitsi mountain 
fortress. When the attack was 
launched on ‘August 10, the Vitsi 
garrison was wearled by their 
prolonged alert and were cought 
completely by surprise... 


Air Bombardment 


The gueriilas in the Grammos 
will now inevitably be greatly 
disheartened and shocked by the 
rapid crumbling of the Vitsi de- 
fences, Within a few days the 
Greek Army will have regrouped 
to launch an immediate follow-up 
attack on the Grammos......-.-. - 

Meanwhile the guerilla com- 
mand will be racing to refit and 
transfer to the Grammos the rem— 
nants of the defeated Vitsi garri- 
son. The Greek bombardment of 
the Grammos will be intensified 
by the 49 American “Hell Diver” 
dive-bombers which have arrived 
on an American . aircraft-carrier 
within the last few days. 

But since the Vilsi, no military 
expert is prepared to pince any 
bets on how quickly the Greek 
Army. will crack the guerilia re- 
‘sistance in the Grammos with 
supply ond reinforcement bascs 
directly at its back across the 
Albanian frontier. What will be- 
come white-hot is the tension over 
accusations of frontier violations 
by both Greeks and Albanians. 

As the Greek struggle for free- 
dom comes to Ita successful close, 
serious international threats to 
peace loom oon the’ Cominform 
frontiers of Greece, Albania and 
Yugoslavia. .

Jhe Federation request further 
stated: 

“According full recognition to 
the private corporate nature of 
the Suez Company, but emphasis- 
ing Its avowed policy that ship- 
owners and shareholders should 
jointly benefit from Its Increas~ 
Ing prosperity, we should like to 
suggest to you as the Americgn 
Director that in fairness and 
equity under this policy, a re- 
duction in Sucz tolls would be 
justified at the present time. 

“We joln with the General 
Council of Britleh Shipping in 
the hope and osxpectation that 
the Company will not fall to 
maintain a policy giving due 
consideration to the interests 
. of its clients and with con- 
sequent advantage to Itself by 
keeping Its charges adjusted 
to a basle which reflects the
